Member  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  Upner  Canada,  1797-1^0/4- 

■^imoth.y  Thompson  \-ps   one  oi'   the  U.h.L.  pioneers  v^ho  settled 
on  the  /ront  of  ^  redericksbiirgli.   He  ov;ned  large  tracts  of  lands 
in  tie  county  pnd  -as  repute^,  to  be  very  wealthy.   ile  lived  in 
a  larc^e  frame  house  on  tie  bay  shore  upon  the  farm  nov  ovned  by 
Fr.  Idt-ard  V'rif^ht.   He  was  aroyal  entertainer  and  kept  open 
house  for  all  his  friends,  and  his  '-onularity  amonf;  the  electors 
was  'lue  in  no  pma  ■  1  m'^asure  to  tie  sumr)^uous  repasts  provided 
for  all  tliose  '-'fo   chose  to  nartake  oi'  lis  hospitality,  esnecially 
about  election  time.   The  memories  oJ  the  spacious  dining-hall  vdth 
Ensign  I'iiriO'  hy  at  the  }\esr.    of  the  Koard  laden  with  the  best  his 
well-stocked  larder  could  nroduce,  pnd.   the  steamiing  trenchers 
borne  unon  the  lieads  of  the  negro  slaves,  all  had  ^heir  effect 
unon  election  cay.   He  succeeded  Hazelton  Srencer  as  the 
renresentative  in  trit;  second  Legislature  for  the  district 
com.i  osed  of  Lennox  (except  /dolphusto^'^n)  and  Hastings  and 
Northumberland,  and  again  in  the  third  and  sixth  Legislatures 
pf'.er   there  had  been  a  redis' ribution  of  the  seats,  and  Lennox 
and  /ddington  had  been  united  as  one  electoral  district.
